Klectric Lighting Committe*. 

The commit toe on electric liahtinjj 
from the different Improvement Asso¬ 
ciation* in Weymouth met at the resi¬ 
dence of Clarence A. Hunt, at South 
Weymouth, last Friday evening, and 
organized hy rffe choice of I,. A. Cook 
os chairman and I). M. Hasten as secre¬ 
tory. Reports w«;re presented and 
placed on (lie, these showing conclusive¬ 
ly that the Municipal system of electric 
lighting Wiis the most desiraM#, being 
less than half the cost of any contract 
system. It was then voted that the 
committee have an article insertejl in 
the warrant for the annual town meet¬ 
ing, to see if the town will apply to the 
present Legislature for a charter to es¬ 
tablish u commercial electric lighting 
system and L. A. Cook Esq. was made 
a committee to draft the necesnry nr 
tide for the same. 

It was also voted that tin* committee 
request the several Improvement Asso¬ 
ciations to call a public meeting in their 
village, to consider the subject before 
the next annual meet ing. The meeting 
ttieii adjourned subject to the call of 
tin* secretary. The principal facts pre¬ 
sented in the repo* 1 s at this nn*elingt| 
are given in the ftdlow.ing letter from 
Mr. Easton. 

Mr. Editor:—I n accordance with my promise,

We learn that the school committee 
will endeavor to necure an increaaed 
appropriation of M-V*) for repairs of 
school hou*«*s the UMial amount appro¬ 
priated for thla purpose being about 
lima Some of the buiidingnare great¬ 
ly in need of repair, and on the princi¬ 
ple that a stitch in time naves nine, the 
work should be done speedily. 

The resident* on and near Middle 
street will vigorously prea'a the erection 
of a new selKKilhoiine at Shaw’n corner, 
the building to have four rooms and 
the cost being entimated at # 12 , 000 . 

The repairs of highways will call for 
increased expenditure, and an appro¬ 
priation will be required for the stone 
crusher, the purchase of which was vo¬ 
ted last year. Tin* roads need much 
repair throughout the town, and a new 
plan for working them is advocated, in 
procuring a competent person in each 
ward to take charge at a specified sala¬ 
ry, each of them to be responsible to 
the selectmen for faithful attendance 
to the duty. With an appropriation 
tor a crusher and the poor condition of 
the roads, more money must lie raised 
for highways this year. 

The question of liquor licensing it is 
believed is settled ill this town, the 
iinaiiiiifou* in* vote of last yearshowing 

that a large majority of the voter* are 

opposed to license, and a* the expense 
of iiiaintaiuing the service of the liquor 
ofllcer and prosecutions have been less 
than two-thirds the amount appropria¬ 
ted, it i« probable that similar action 
will lit* taken this year.

M. C. Direr * Co., of thi. town. An 
abxtrset of the article I. .ppemlcd. 

Tne *rt of »hoem«king «m one of the e*rli*t in* 
du»trir* established in We**aetiMet. The business 
ha» grown from the individual shoemaker, working 
laboriously atone in hit little shop, to the hall thou*, 
and bu*y workmen gathered under one roof in the 
mammoth factory, and one remarkable circumstance 
connected with the business is the number of man¬ 
ufacturers who have started at the bottom of for¬ 
tune's ladder and ascended it round by round until 
they reached the highest pinnacle ot success. 

One of these instances is of Marshall C. Dizer, 
senior member of the firm of M. C, Dner At Co. 
Mr. Direr was born in Weymouth in l.Sar. lie 
learned the shoemaker'* trade, and when lie attained 
his majority embarked in the business with a capital 
of # 35 , received for making a case of shoes. From 
that tunc till the present Mr. Direr has been a 
manufacturer, and is now proprietor of the largest 
factory in Weymouth. Associated with Mr. Dnei 
are his sons i*ilas C. and Walter M. Direr. 

Other notable examples are those of John Carroll, 
of Mrong & Carroll, and Major John W. Hart, of 
J. W. Ilart & Co. The tormrr began operation* 
n July t 8 ; t, making hi* own samples. He con¬ 
tinued on in a moderate way till 1879 , when two 
other gentlemen became interested in the business, 
and the firm was styled Walker, Mrong (t Carroll. 
The firm remained thus till ifthj, when Mr. Walker 
retired, and Mrong & Carroll have since conducted 
the business. 

Major John W. Ilart commenced business in 1 S 66 
upon retiring from the army. He brought his first 
dozen of callskin* from Ikiston on lus shoulder, 
and from this humble beginning he has built up a 
comfortable business, which returns a handsome in¬ 
come. His busincs* integrity is shown hy the fact 
that he still numbers among his patrons the firm to 
whom he sold his firs', case of boots, 3 3 years ago. 

John S. Fogg, of Fogg, Miaw ft Thayer, com¬ 
menced business in 1841 . He made a few ca-es of 
boots, and following it up, built the first large facto 
ry in South Weymouth in 1842 . The firm now has 
factories in several other places. 

There U a coterie of veterans who were, nrrhaps, 
the pioneers of the trade. This Lst includes such 
men as Deacon James Torrey, aged 70 , and Deacon 
Abner l\ Nash, a. ed 85 , of North VV eymouth, «nd 
Nathan Canterbury, aged So, ,.f East Weymouth. 
These men have long since given up the active du¬ 
ties ot hie. Mr. Canterbury first surfed in the bus¬ 
iness in the budding n- w occupied as a market by 
C. \V. Rice in iM 35 . He earned on the business 
for many years, finally taking his son, Nathan D. 
Canterbury, into the firm which was styled N. Can¬ 
terbury fit Son, lor 15 years. Then N. I). Canter 
bury assumed the control and alter three years ad 
mitted a partner, and C anterbuiy & Haskell became 
the ft m name. Mr. Canterbury retired in tX.Sy, 
and another party lias since conducted the business. 
Mr. Canterbury is now senior meiiUicr of the firm 
ot N. D. Canterbury & Co.

On this account local millers prefer 
California wheat, as they can add tho 
necessary water for nothing, which they 
have to pay for in the Oregon article. 
When shipped abroad cr stored for 
months nt tidewater, there is less differ¬ 
ence, as wheat which is not moist will 
become so in a damp atmosphere. Cali¬ 
fornia wheat when afloat gains two to 
three per cent, from absorption of 
moisture. A certain percentage of water 
in wheut is essential t > render it fit for 
grinding, and the moisture has to l»e 
either found in the grain «<r applied arti¬ 
ficially thereto .—Sin /•’rnneitro (rroctr .

Arsenical Paper. 

Although much has been written on 
tlie subject of ar-cnical wall papcis nml ( 
textile taliries, it would appear that the 
custom of employing poisonou* colors is 
by no means a thing of the past. The 
public analyst of Puddingt m has recently 
published some in format ion upon this 
subject. He lias examined, ho tells us, 
a number of imitation Indian muslins 
and cretonnes, and he found tlint 23 
pur cent, of these contained arsenic in 
an nppri'ciahlc quantity, the colors in 
which tho poison was found Ix'ing 
principally terra-cotta reds and gall-hut 
lirowns. lie also made experiment' 
with a view to find nt what tempera tun 
these fabrics would give off arsenical 
vapors, but those experiments only gave 
negative results, in spite of this he j 
quotes two cases brought t«» him by 
medical men, In which well-marked 
symptom* of ]»nis(>iiiug were -ascribed to 
the use of these colored fabric*; in one 
of these cases, several work girls 
employed in making up the material 
Ik’ing taken ill with all the symptoms of 
arsenical poisoniug. He attributes this 
result to the fact tluP iu the workroom 
the material was pressed with irons,

pimped year after year. Sucli crops ns 
late potatoes, parsnips, carrots, turnips 
nnd beets can readily be grown ns among 
the field crop*, and lie subject mainly to 
the same treatincht—that is, everything 
uhout them can be so managed as to be 
done with the horse-cultivator. 

Besides these crops, there should l>c a 
spot of garden ground to grow the sum¬ 
mer vegetable*, aiul such as will want n 
trifle more euro in tlie way of hand- 
weeding and so on. A spot for this 
need not be very large. An acre of land 
will l»e ample and may contain tbe¬ 
st raw berry pitch, and those of other 
small fruits, except in very large estab¬ 
lishments. Such a garden should have 
un nsparagm and rhuluirh patch also. 
Early in the spring, have, first, radishes 
and lettuce und green onions, one of the 
very earliest product* and much liked by 
workmen. Young becU are an curly 
vegetable and may l>c simply tho thin¬ 
ning of the regular crop. This is true 
also of other root crops. Pens anti beans, 
both French and Lima should not Ik: 
forgotten. Ka r ly and lute cabbage, with 
a few dozen of cauliflower, are good 
changes in this line. (Je.’tnaus want to 
odd kohl-ruin, or turnip-rooted cabbage, 
(Mid when just right they arc good eating 
for auybody. 

Tomatoes, egg-plants ami peppers will 
require u hot-bed to bring forward. Only 
a few plant* are, however, required, 
und, if not grown, cat) be purchased. 
For celery, a pinch of seed sown in 
April will give all the plants required.

Canterbury, president of the K. W. V. 
I. Anoclatlon, with A. H. Armstrong 
aa Hcretary. 

D. M. Eaaton was culled upon for re- 
Malta and atated the difference be- 
%Ween the town lighting the streets 
With their own plant and that bf a 
Meek company, to be, that the town 
OSald save a great deal by having their 
torn plant; yet he was not set in any 
may, but he wanted electric lights and 
mould hare one if it coat $200 per year. 

Col. B. 8. Lovel| was in favor of elec¬ 
tric lights, but thought it would be well 
to know just what the coat would t>e. 
The only question in Ids mind was 
mhether it was better for the town to 
go Into the business without knowing 
what the cost would be, or whether it 
mould be best to have a corporation put 
thoughts in and know just what we, 
have got to pay. X. I>. Canterbury 
arid It was a question aa to whether it 
Was advisable to add to our taxes, nr 
Whether it would not be better for us 
to writ awhile until we have reduced 
our present rate. 

John Carroll, while in favor of elec¬ 
tric lights, was very much opposed to 
the town putting In the plant and ad¬ 
ding more to our present debt. If the 
town goes into it no capital is brought 
Into the town, but if a corporation es¬ 
tablished the plant it would bring in 
capital and make more taxable proper¬ 
ty, which is just what we need. As 
Car as he had looked into the matter he 
was in favor of a stock company. Elec¬ 
tric lights are an improvement he 
Would like to sec and hoped to tee soon. 

If. bheehy could not throw any light 
upoo the subject, but it was his opinion 
that it would not cost the town as much 
to put the lights in themselves. He 
would like to see the streets lighted by 
electricity, but did not think the town 
was as yet prepared to take bold of this 
business, if we could get it into our 
homes, factories and public buildings 
as cheap as Mr. Easton says, he would 
like to see It. 

Mr. Easton said 200 arc lights would 
cost 18000. Mr. Canterbury thought 
they would cost more. B. 8. Lovell 
thought 200 light* would cosfaff] 2 , 0 n 0 , 
and the question is whether it would 
be fair to tax those on the outskirts for 
these lights. He said that we could in 
East Weymouth get from 12 to 201igbt* 
at too per year, that would be paid for 
by citixens, and while he believed that 
Mr. Easton had worked hard and hon¬ 
estly in this matter, he still believed 
with Mr. Carroll that it would be bet¬ 
ter for a stock company to operate and 
own the plant. 

Mr. Canterbury said the question is 
if you want your taxes increased by 
having the town operate the plant. 

David Tobin was not in favor of the 
town putting in this plant, and thought 
it would be far better to repair our 
roads first. In a few years after we 
had cancelled our debt and had got our 
new roads and schoolhouaea, it will be 
time enough for electric lights. 

The sense of the meeting was then 
taken, which resulted in the majority 
being in favor of tome form of electric 
Ucbti for the town, and that mti. 
tor be brought before the coming 
March meeting. The meeting then ad¬ 
journed, and an hour was spent in an 
Informal talk upon the subject, all 
teeming to be unanimous in thinking 
that the streets of the town should be 
lit either by a stock company or by the 
town, and if, as had been stated, the 
town could by owning their plant nave 
from 20 to 30 per cent., then it would 
be far better for them to do no, as in a 
few years it would have paid for itself. 
At the matter now stands, it wan 
thought that at the coming March 
meeting some plan will be adopted 
whereby our streets will bo illuminated 
at night. 

Mr. Editor;— 

Once more I crave your indulgence 
for the purpose of furthering some plan 
whereby our town can keep in line with 
the surrounding towns in the matter of 
street lighting. I noticed in your is¬ 
sue of last week that the directors of 
the Weymouth Improvement Society 
held a meeting and the opinion of the 
majority of those present was that the 
town was not prepared to adopt a mu¬ 
nicipal system of lighting. I infer from 
this that those gentlemen are in favor 
of lighting the town by the contract 
system, aow I contend that if the 
town is not in a condition to adopt the 
municipal systcm of electric lighting, 
it is certainly not in a condition to adopt 
the contract system; that is, if it is 
based on the cost of furnishing u given 
amount of light for a given amount of 
money. There can be no doubt but 
what the municipal system is the cheajt- 
eft and beat, and to substautiati* this 1 
refer them to facts, figures and com¬ 
parisons already published. If the 
gentlemen who favor the rental or con¬ 
tract system have any facts or figures 
to rebut the testimony submitted 1 
shall be glad if they will publish them 
for the benefit of the tax pavers. 

The bunting question of the hour, as 
discussed everywhere, wherever the 
subject of electric lighting hss been 
considered, is, shall our town purchase 
and operate its own plant, and in all 
cases that have come before the public 
notice, it has been settled in favor of 
the municipal system. The town of 
Revere and the adjoining city of Chel¬ 
sea have by a unanimous vote declared 
in favor of owning and operating their 
own plant. The success of the plant 
established in Danvers, the first town 
in New England to purchase an electric 
light plant, has become so apparent 
that other municipalities arc striving 
to be second in the race. Now while I 
am strongly in favor of the town own¬ 
ing and operating its own plant, 1 am 
aware that there are those among us 
who think differently, ami gentlemen 
too of business tact and ability, who be¬ 
lieve that a stock company, who would 
not oulv furnish lights for public and 
domestic purposes, but would also fur¬ 
nish power Wherever needed, would be 
the better plsn. Just what the meat 
is in this particular nut, I fail to see, 
without it is the patriotic desire to turn 
anhoneat dollar and <jive the town the 
benefit- In conclusion, I only wish to 
inform the gentlemen that in the event 
of the town deciding on the contract 
system, to be sure and count me with 
them, for I do not propose to get left 
in the dark.

A few year* ago a lengthy .ketch of 
the aervic* of Mr. Leonard (lardner, of 
Sooth Weymouth, in the advancement 
of agronomical arlence, wa» contribu¬ 
ted to the Boston Ulnbt by Mr. W. M. 
Marden, and Mr. iiardner ha. again 
been honored with another .ketch in the 
llnetop Herald, accompanied by a et rik- 
Ing portrait. The main fact, have been 
previously given to our readers but we 
ropy n paragraph alluding to hi.earlier 
effort, in computing eclipses. 

"My first «Uf in computing the movement* o* 
the heavenly bodies was made in view at an eclipse 
of the moon which occurred in 1844. I was mack¬ 
erel fishing that summer and had plenty of time to 
make my computations. I was about two months 
at it, off and on, and when I had completed it told 
my companions about it. They laughed at me xnd 
when we got home told about it and set others to 
laughing. In those days there were no daily pa. 
pers to give us these things in advance, and people 
generally did not know that an eclipse was to occur 
at the time predicted. They looked upon me and

AVitliout doubt “hungar i* tho heat 
sauce,” but it in not true, os many think, 
that a craving for variety i* Hu; sign of a 
l‘ampere*! anil unnatural app -t ite. Even 
nninmla, whom we cannot necu.se of hav¬ 
ing “notions,” li;ivo l»c:*n known to 
stnrvc in the experimenter's hands rather 
than eat n perfectly nutritious foo l of 
whose flavor they hail wearied. Prison¬ 
ers become so tired of n too oft repeated 
dish that they vomit at the sight And 
smell of it. 

An American travelling on tho conti¬ 
nent of Europe becomes acquainted with 
many new dishes and flavors, and al¬ 
though not all of them arc to his liking, 
he must conclude that our cookery, com¬ 
pared, for instnne;, with that of the 
French, is very monotonous. To he sure, 
we liave the advantage in that our mar¬ 
kets offer us a greater variety of natural 
foods, especially fruits, each having a 
flavor of its own, nnd this fact makes us 
somewhat more independent of the art of 
the cook. Still we have need for every 
lesson of this s >rt, and especially is this 
the coso with the j»oor, who must keep 
to the cheapest food materials, which are 
not in themselves rich in flavor. 

Spices nnd other flavors when not 
used to excess, stimulate our digestive 
organs to appropriate more easily the 
food to which they an* added. 

In tlic flavoring of soups and stews it 
is well to use a number of flavors, 
letting no one of them bo prominent 
above the others. On the other hand it 
is well to have certain favorite dishes 
seasoned nlwnys in tho snino way, as 
fresh pork with sage, summer savory in 
a hieatl dressing, &e.—A ’tto York Herald.

They ran he baked in this man¬ 
ner without parboiling, but require n 
longer tunc. They call also he baked in 
drippings without fowl or meat. 

Noodi.ks poit Sori’.—One teacup of 
flour, two tablespoons of yeast, a little 
salt and two eggs, mix hard with milk, 
ami roll out as thin as a wafer on a well- 
floured hoard, r over with a cloth and 
set in a warm place (not hot); after an 
hour or two, cut into small pieces and 
drop into the soup; boil ten minutes ami 
serve hot. 

Bitows Betty.—C ut several large ap¬ 
ples into thin slice*; havo ready a but¬ 
tered pudding dish; into this put n layer 
of grated bread crumbs, then a layer of 
sliced apples, ami over this sprinkle 
sugar, ami so on alternately, broad, ap¬ 
ples nml sugar, until the dish is full, let¬ 
ting thi* top layer he of breid crumbs; 
place three largo lump* of butter on top, 
put iu oven ami bake brown. Serve hot 
with butter and sugar sauce.

Or waxed cloth* for wrapping 
the grafts may Ikj ninth* by aatiiinting 
thin strips of cotton »>r calico in a com¬ 
position of two parts resin, one of tal¬ 
low and on'* of beeswnx, meltctl togeth¬ 
er. These strips niuy be wound around 
the grafts to exclude nir anti water. As 
a general rule grafting i» done in the 
spring jmt before or at the time the 
buds begin to swell, but clu mp« nntl 
plums bliotihl be grnftetl earlier.

Win. K. linker, over the remains of our 
well known resident, Mr. Deter II.

Futon and Davis ntliriated at the ser¬ 
vice and paid fitting tribute to the ehar- 
acter of the tieparted, wlu»se life had 
Iweii' prolonged to the advanced age of 
nearly BO years. A large number «»f 
friends nuil actiuaiiitnnee were present 
jit the service, and beautiful floral offer¬ 
ing* contributed for the occasion, attes¬ 
ted to t he respect and esteem in which 
lie was held. The h«»dy wa* interred in 
the family lot in the Village Cemetery. 

Mr. ( u-h n: was born m Hinghani, 
April HI, 171M», and was the son of John 
and Christiana (Thaxter) Cushing, the 
other children being a s<wi and three 
daughters, who have all passed away. 
He came to Weymouth at the age (»f 21, 
and commenced business in clockmak¬ 
ing ami watch repairing, in which he 
had graduated from the * nop of the no. 
led Joshua (Quaker) Wilder, «*f Illng- 
liatn, having at one time also been em¬ 
ployed in the silversmith slion of Mr. j 
Joseph Thaxter. He procured a room 
in the Old llrick Store building at fir-t. 
and then Imilt'the shop now occupied 
by Mr. John M. Walsh, harness maker, 
where he continued home years, later 
011 removing to the building now occu¬ 
pied bv i»eo. Hunt and F. H. Whuhwi. 
In 1840 In* »—talilished a livery stable 
business, in which lie continued until 
1 * 811 , the year of the death of his son 
IVter. when he retired from busine*-. 
hi that year lie bocanie totally blind, 
and hi* Iiouse on Washington square 
having been burned, lie removed to the 
residence of hi- daughter, Mrs. Win. K. 
Maker, where lie was tenderly caret! 
lor by his twodauglitersuntil ins death. 

Dec. 21 , 1822, Mr. Cu*hiug was mar¬ 
ried to Miss Deborah Jacobs,-of lliiig- 
hatn, their children being Deborah, 
born S*pt 2-v 182:1; Peter, born Sept. 10 
l* 2 D. jind dying 111 infancy; Peter, born 
July 7, J828, dying Jan. 7, 188:1; (’ather- 
irie. born Jan 22, J8J2. After hi* mar¬ 
riage, m company with his wife, lie I 
united with the l nion Cong 1 ! church, 
Init when the anti-slavery agitation 1 
commenced, thev, with other resident* j 
here, sundered their church connection , 
and became members of the Ltiiverxa. 
li-t society. He was an earnest worker 
in the anti-slavery cause and at times 
harbored some of the fugitive slaves 
who iiad made their escape from Iwm- 

I djige. ID* was a supporter of t he Lib¬ 
erty party, atj original Free Hoiler and : 
Hepubllcan, am| was an advocate of the I 
cause of temperance from l*i-s early ] 
days, always having been an abstainer 
and allowing no liquor in his house for 
any purpose, nor over using tobacco. 

fie wan an active member and cap¬ 
tain of the lir.-t tire engine company 
formed here, and in all the relatloiiM of! 
serial and business life w;is ju tive in ad- ; 
vjiMceinerit of measures for public good ' 
and a worthy example to the rising ! 
generation.

EULOGY BY REV. MR. DEPEW 

Tlie wl<lrc«e of Mr. IVepow m the fn- 
neral of Dr. Fay n nl.en in full below. 

“The memory of the Joxt U blessed.'* to Pros, 
vii. “As any of you ga/e from any of the heights 
hereabouts and look down and out towards the »«, 
some prominent object stiikea live eye. In the Mine 
way as we look hack over the pages of history, we 
sec great »o*!* and personalities prominent above 
all others. What was true of past years, is no !e«s 
true today. As we look about today, we Bee prom¬ 
inent men thick about ns. It it so in every com¬ 
munity. There are prominent and influential men 
who reach that position in public esteem, not so 
much by a natural or native talent or genius, but 
by their own personality. They are acknowledged 
as kings among men; pillars of society. When we 
look at it in this light, we readily see that the 
wraith nf a community is not in its mrnry and 
riches, but in its men. Too true, it is, that such 
men are too frequently not measured In all their 
fullness before death, hut after it. We knew not 
how much we valued them until they are no longer 
among us. When surh an one is garve, a great void 
is felt, and we realize how great our loss Is, and 
how great they wcr.. Nor do we appreciate how 
much we an<I they loved each other until |he great 
end has come. In New Fngtand, more than any 
other place I know of, death brings out the great 
heartedness of a man and his intense personality, 
rather than any distinction of office, wealth or 
genius. 

Now I»r. Fav was a man of great personality, 
who impressed himself on the community, and con 
nected himself with the hearts of the men and 
women he met, in a thousand ways. That he did 
indeed do this, I am sure the falling tears of many 
I see before is an ample and sincere testimony. \V« 
cannot alalyze the qualities which make a man 
grc.it. We simplv know that greatness and jxiwer 
are in men. Wc know they are there by their inan- 
ilestations. “By their fruits shall ye know them." 
In this day wr judge by the heart, motives, derds, 
and the little spontaneous acts of every day life. 
Wc judge power by its elfccts. 

More than anything, wc might say Dr. Fay was 
genial, magnanimous, brave, kindhearted, generous, 
considerate. For these qualities the universal loss 
is felt. As a nhysician his memory will lwcherished 
as blessed. No cla«s of men are more servants of 
the people than ate physicians. None arc more 
self-sacrificing. As one of this noofc profession he 
was a conspicuous member, (ientle in his minis¬ 
trations, prompt in Ins actions, he healed more by 
the magnetism and influence of his own personality 
than by the giving of drugs, as we are wont in our 
feeble knowledge, to assist beneficent nature. The 
only real return a conscientious t>hy*kian has is the 

I ive and confidence of the i*ropl e among idiom he 
dwells. Dr. Fay possessed these to an eminent de¬ 
cree." 

At this |M»mt Mr. Depew reviewed the historical 
facts of Dr. FayY life, which have already l>ern 
nuiiliNlied in these columns. He continued: “He 
lived thirty-two years in Fast Weymouth; thirty-two 
years of endearment on both sides, lie will be 
missed from every family as if an individual mem¬ 
ber of each had lieen taken. Of the loss to his own 
family I will not speak. Any of us who have lost 
anyone who is near or dear to us realize what the 
blow js to them. They themselves know the lo*v 
That is enough. Asa father he was a model father. 
He l.vcd in his home and his home in him. lie 
was a great lover and student of nature, for he was 
one of nature's noblemen. Nothing tu him was a 
greater delight than to go out into the heart of pri¬ 
meval nature and revel there in the great manifes¬ 
tations of a power we know not nor can begin to 
understand. 

To the community his death will bring a loss 
which we do not vet realize but which will lie one 
we cannot replace. As a citizen, physician, father, 
friend, he was all that could lie wished for. and in 
each of these ways his memory will be long blessed 
and cherished in lovcJ and revered adoration. 

No-Licenie. 

Mr. Editor :—.Some few week*ago the* 
(iA/.KTTK printed the admirable report 
of the committee for the suppression of 
the liquor traffic. Tim committee do- 
serves well the many word* of praise 
that are continually bestowed upon 
their work. The committee make one 
recommendation to the town that should 
he adopted. That is of an appropria¬ 
tion in addition to the unexpended bal¬ 
ance of last year of $1500. 

Tim town is iu favor of Xo License, 
and with reason. For license is not a 
temperance measure. License may 
close some kuloona. |tut to close some 
saloons is not to curtail the evili of the 
liquor trallie. Doubt less Jordan, Marsh 
& Co., by their superior business meth¬ 
ods have closed many small stores. 
Are there any the less dry goods sold? 
The Standard Oil Co. has destroyed 
many small concerns. Is there any less 
oil? Every trust annihilates many 
firms. Do people lack at all a sufficient 
supply of goods? Not at all. SoUov- 
ermuent, like some combination, may 
elose some saloons and demand of the 
open ones a share of their extra profits 
railed license fees, hut she will neither 
curtail the amount of lumor made nor 
the evils of its traffic. This is simply 
proved by experience. Chicago has had 
a high license for six ypars. During 
that time theamount of beer drank has 
doubled, the number of arrests in¬ 
creased 41 percent, and the number of 
arrests for drunkenness 5J per rent. 
The result is that liquor men believe iu 
license a* a trade measure. The con¬ 
vention of wholesale liquor dealers and 
distillers that iq«t jij New Vork Sept. 

II ami 12. openly declared themselves 
in favor of theVe principle*. ••Fewer 
Saloons,*’ “Higher License,’* “Closing 
on Sunday.” “Prosecuting or assisting 
fo prosecute any liquor dealer who may 
violate the law.” These liquor dealers 
have not "turned reformers by any 
means. They are still in earnest to 
make money. License has proved itself 
to them to ••tend t«* the be»t interest- 
of the trade.” All are agreed that li¬ 
cense is a rum measure. Those really 
interested in the welfare of themselves 
ami Weymouth, vote Xo License. 

A no license vote however will not 
**x« cute itself. When it is said on goon 
lUthorily that a quarter of a million 
dollars was divided into twglve packa¬ 
ges to he given to men that would voti 
in ( he House of Representatives recent 
ly, against submitting the Prohibitory 
Constitutional Amendment to the peo¬ 
ple, it L nfaiu that money is needed to 
enforce the law. W’itlj the proper ap¬ 
propriation this vote can b« enforced as 
Well as any similar law. The law 
igainst stealing, that against murder is 
m»t perfectly enforced. No law is. 
However, No License can he enforced 
a* well as any law of its kind (that in 
which both parties are interested to 
conceal the crime* - bccaqao it has been 
done. There i* no open *alm»i» in Wey¬ 
mouth today. Mofet of the liqiiordrank 
here has been bought out of town. 
IvveryhiMly that used to live in Maine 
before the liquor law was passed knows 
the difference that law has made. 
Then there were thirteen distilleries, 
now none; (lieu a bar in every hotel, 
now no open one*; then liquor sold in 
everv groeuty store, not so now. Then 
the liquor consumptloij wa* $'45 per 
eapitii; now it is not twin Everyone 
<»U| enough »uui*t know these things. 
No License is not n failure, When 
properlv supported it is a grand suc- 
ees*. With the money then, of course, 
should he trust wort hy men to suppress 
i In* traffic. The experience of last yeai 
show* that such men can be found, that 
they will h« faithful and will he faith¬ 
ful without any iHYU^iary consideration 
of any kind. Such u succe.a as that 
committee deserves repetition. Wey¬ 
mouth accordingly today earnestly ap¬ 
peals to its voters to vote again No Li-, 
.•use, tin* adequate appropriation and 
for a good committee.
